I he ad iress of the 
zeins! vo of Tver, however, was an ex­ 
traordinary document. 
W hile repeating the felicitations and 
formulas of the other zemstvos, it add­ 
ed that for tne welfare of Russia the 
new monarch should give a constitu­ 
tion to his people, expressing the opin­ 
ion that only thus could Russia floui 
ish. “A continuance of the old regime. 
it said, "will lead the country to perd.-

/th is was the first time that the word 
j^ tistitu tio n could be said to have been 
openly pronounced in Russia, and Pe­ 
trunkevitch and Rodecheoff were the 
authors of that historic document.

Next to engineers, railway men, 
machinists and skilled mechanics 
have the best show for employ 
ment. 
But ordinary mechanics 
and workmen should not come here 
under any circumstances.

wages of skilled mechanics are less 
than they are in the I 'nited States, 
although they seem larger, because J 
the figures are given in silver.
